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A NIGHT OF TERltOR. 



This night which will dwell in my 
memory with vivid distinctness while 
life and reason are left mo, was in 
October a long time ago. I was at 
that time a telegraph operator station- 
ed in a little Canadian town upon the 
Grand Trunk line of railroad. 

Mine was by no means a model 
placo of residence. There were beer- 
gardens, drinking Rfilootis, gambling- 
houses, out of all proportion to the 
more respectablo shops and residences; 
and we had two arrests of countefoit- 
ors, and there was scarcely a day 
passed that there was not a brawl 
amongst the rumpus around us. Still 
there was a school, and a timid, blue 
eyed woman had come to tench there. 

• How long an unprotected woman 
might have lived there I can only 
guess, for Alice Holt had beou there 
but three months when she contented 
to walk into church with me one day, 
and walk out my wife. This was in 
July, and wo had occupied a pretty 
cottage nearlj a quarter of a mile from 
the telegraph office since our mar- 
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Being tho only man employed in 
tho telegraphic business in the town, 
I was obliged to remain constantly in 
the office during the day and part of 
the evening, and Alice herself brought 
me my dinner and supper. 

There was a small room next to tho 
office with a window, but only one 
door, communicating with the larger 
room. Here Alico had fitted up a 
dressing table, mirror, washstand and 
some shelves where she kept pepper, 
salt, and pickles for my office repasts.

I was standing at tho door seeing 
my caller down tho rickety staircase, 
wuen Alice came up wit.h my supper. 
It was hot and I was cold, so I drow 
up a tablo and opening can and basket, 
aafc down to enjoy it. Tuna enough 
for business, I thought, afterward. As 
I ate wo chatted. 

' Any messages to-day?' my wife ask- 
ed. . , 

'One for John Martin. 

'John Martini' Alice cried: 'tho 
greatest ruffian in tho noighbourhood. 
What was the inessugo?' 

'Midnight train.' 

'Was that all?' 

'That was all. Mr. Hill had just 
been hero to tell mu there is a hu^o 
rock acroas tho track at the embank- 
ment; so I shall stop tho midnight 
train at Postville. Tho passenger* 
must wait (or a few hours thoro and 
como on in tho morning after tho track 
is cleared,' 

'Have you sent tho message, Rob- 
ert?' , . 

'Not yet. Thoro is plenty of time. 
That train does not loavo Postville till 
half-past oleven, and it is not yet 
eight. Yes— it ia just striking.' 

"Bettor send it, Robert. If thoro 
should bo au accident, you wou.d 
never forgivo yourself. Sand it while 
I put some clean towols in the wash- 
room and then I will como and sit 
with you till you can come home.' 

She wont into tho dressing room as 
sho spoke, taking no light, but de- 
pending upon tho candles burning in 
the office. I was rising from my soat 
to sond that telegram, whou tho door 
opened, and four of tho worst charac- 
ters in tho town, led by John Martin, 
ontorod the .room. Before I could 
speak two threw m« back iu my chair, 



one hold a revolver to my head, and 
John Martin spoke: 

'Mr. Hill was hereto tell you to stop 
the up-train.You will not send tho mes- 
sage.

I trembled for Alice. If only my 
life were at stake I could have borne 
it better. 

But even if we were both murdered, 
I could not take tho blood of the pas- 
sengers in the train on my head. Not 
a sound came from the little room as 
I was tied hand and foot to my chair, 
bound so securely that I could not 
move. It was proposed to gag me, 
but finally they concluded that my 
cries if I made any could not be hoard, 
and a handkerchief was bound over 
my mouth.

There was a long silence. Outside 
I could hear the stop of one of the 
men pacing. up and down, watching. 
I rubbed my head against the wall 
behind me and succeeded in getting 
the handkerchief off my mouth, to fall 
round my neck. 

I had scarcely succeeded in this 
when there was a tap at tho inner 
door. 

'Robert,' Alice said. 

'Yes, love! speak low, thoro is a 
man under my window.' 

'Are you alone in tho room ?' 

'Yes, dear.' . .. 

'I am going to Postville. Thero is 
no man under my window, and I can 
get out thero. I have sis long roller- 
towels hero, knotted together and I 
have cut my white skirt into wide 
strips to join them. The rope made 
so nearly reaches to the ground; I 
shall faston it to the door knob and 
let myself down. It will not take long 
to reach home, saddle Selim, and 
reach Postville in time. Dou't fear 
for me. When you hear a hon cack- 
ling under my window, you'll know 
I'm safely on the ground. • 

Little Alice! My heart throbbed 
heavily as I heard her heroic proposal, 
but I dared not stop her, 

'Heaven bless and protect you,' I 
said, and listened for her signal. Soon 
the cackling noise tuld me tho first 
step of her perilous undertaking was 
taken. 

It was dark, cloudy and threatening 
a storm, and, as nearly as I could 
guosa, close upon nine o'clock. She 
Lad to go six miles, and I could only 
wait and pray. I was too much stun- 
ned even yet to realize the heroism of 
this timid woman, starting alone upon 
tho dark rido, through a wild country, 
with a storm threatening. 

Nine o'clock! As tho bell of tho 
church-clock ceased to strike, a tumble, 
a Hash, told mo a thunder-storm was 
coming rapidly. Oh, tho long, long 
minutes of the next hour! 
g^Ten o'clock. Tho rain falling in 
torrents, the thunder pealing, light- 
ning flashing ! Alico wus so afraid of 
lightning! Often I hud held her, 
white as death, trembling, almost 
fainting in such a storm as this. Had 
sho feared to start, with the storm in 
prospect, or was sho lying sornewheie 
on tho wild road, overcome by terror 
or perhaps stricken by lightning? 

Eleven o'clock. The storm was 
over, though still tho night was inky 
black— no sound to oheor mo, none to 
make the hideous suspanso more on- 
durable. A host of possibilities, like 
frightful nightmares, chased one 
another through my torturod brain. 

Would tho next hour never pass. 
Onco tho clock tolled midnight all was 
safo. 

I was drenched with prespiration 
wrung from me in one hour, chilled 
with horror the next. No words can 
describe tho misery of waiting as the 
minutes dragged slowly along. Iu 
tho doad silence a far-off sound struck 
a thrill of horror to my heart, far ex- 
ceeding oven the previous agony. F. r, 
far away, a faint whistle came through 
tho night air. Nearer and neareritf^en 
tho distant rumblo of the train, grow- 
ing more and more distinct. 

Tho midnight up-train was coming 
swiftly, surely to a cortain destruc- 
tion. ' Whore was my wife? Hud tho 
villians intercepted her at tho cottage? 
Was sho lying doad somewhere upon 
tho wild road? Her koroiiin is of no 
avail, but waB her life saved? In tho 
agony of that question the approaching 
rumbling of tho train was partially 
lost; far moro did I fool the bitterness 



of Alico dead than the horror of the 
doomed lives tho train carried. Why 
had I let her start upon her mad er- 
rand? 

I tried to move, and writhed in im- 
potent fury upon my chair, forcing the 
cruel cords to tear my flesh as I vainly 
tried to loosen even one hand. 

The heavy train rumbled past tho 
telegraph office. It was au express 
train, and did not stop at my station, 
but as I listened, every sense sharponed 
by my mental torture, it seemed to me 
that the steam slackened. Listened 
instantly, I know tliat it stopped at 
the embankment, as nearly as I could 
judge. Nut with tho sickening crash 
I expected, preceding wails uud groans 
from tho injured passengers, butgrad- 
uallly and carefully. A moment more 
and I heard shouts, the crack of fire- 
arms, sounds of somo conflict. 

What could it all mean? The minu- 
tes were hours, till I heard a key turn 
in the door of my prison, and a mo- 
ment later two tender arms were round 
my neck, and Alice was whispering in 
my ear. 

'They will come in a few miuutos, 
love, to set you free. The villians 
left the key in the door. I thought 
of that before I starteu, but tbore was 
a man at tho front watching. I crept 
round the house and I saw him, so I 
did not dare to bo soon.' 

'But you have been to Postville?' 

'Yes, dear.' 

'In all that storm?' 

'Selim seemed to understand. He 
carried mo .swiftly and surely. I was 
well wrapped in my waterproof cloak 
and hood. When I reached Postville 
tho tram had not como up.' 

'But it is here!' 

'Only tiie locomotive and one car- 
riage. Iu that carriage were a sheriff, 
deputy sheriff, and twenty men armed 
to the teeth, to capture the gang at the 
embankment; I came, too, and they 
lowered ine from tho platform when 
the speed slackened, so that I could 
run in here and tell you all was safe!' 

While wo spoke, nay wife's fingers 
had first untied tho handkerchief 
around my neck, and then, in the dark, 
found somo of t ie knots of the cords 
binding me. But I was still tied fa3t 
and strong, when thero was a rush of 
many feet upon the staircuse and in 
another moment light and joyful 
voices. 

'We've captured the whole Dine!' 
was the good news. 'Three including 
Martin, are desperately wounded, but 
tho surprise was perfect! Now, old 
fellow, for you !' 

A dozen clasp-knives at once sever- 
ed my bonds and u dozen bauds were 
extended in greeting. 

As for tho praises showered upon 
my plucky little wife, it would require 
a volume to till half of ihein. 

Tho would- bo assassins and rohber3 
were sent, for trial and would have es 
caped had not John Martin on his. 
death bed turned Queen's evidence. 
His ante- mortem testimony sent the 
survivors to penal servitude. 

Alice and I left for a far more civi- 
lized community the following year. 
But before wo wont, there was an in- 
vitation sent to us io meet a committee 
from tho railroad company at Post- 
ville. Wo accepted; Lad a dinner, 
were toasted uud complimented, and 
then Alico was presented with a silver 
tea-service, as a testimonial from the 
passengers upon that threat c-ned train, 
the company and railroad directors in 
token of their gratitude for the lives 
and property saved by our heroine.

Annual Report of tho Board of Direc- 
tor? of Royal Hospital, Victoria. 

Your Directors beg to report that the change made 
at tho lust general meeting reducing the number of 
elective directors from sixteen to six, has proved, in 
our opinion, a decided advantage. 

Ourlng the liwt yeai your director* considered it 
oxpodlent. to effect a change. Iu the stafT of tho ospit- 
al by substituting a visiting for a re id-nt surgeon, 
a'*d obtained the services 01 Or. Davie; alno, engag- 
ing Mr. Kuthenonl and wife as steward and cook. 
This change your director find tins shewn Increased 
efficiency with a considerable reduction in expendi- 
ture, as compared with protons y.ars. 

Your directors regret to Bay that illness deprived 
thorn of tlie services of Mr. ituthrEford, to whose ac- 
tive exertions much of the Improvement in the work 
lng or this liihtitinion Is due. Another change made by. 
the DoarJ *a>. the puruhsse of supplied from trades, 
meu iu rotation, instead of by contract an formerly. 
This tln-y consider lias proved beneficial so the Hos- 
pital and sa lsfuutory to th.. lioar.l. 

At the commencement of tho year the books of the 
Hospital showed au Indebtedness of *3,0OH 70, which 
•nun t was met by a grant frcin tlie Provincial Uov- 
•ru'inrni of J3,i no. Of this sunr %2,iS0 hai been re- 
ceived by tho Uosrd and paid ovor pro rati i, as shown 
by the Treasurer's account; the balance, $750, la still 
due iiom the t'roviucial Uovernmeui. 

During the year a new Ward has been erected by 
the Qoverumeut, which enabled the directors to lu- 
cr-iae tho couifort of pailenU by making a day ward 
for convalescents to be used also as a oiniitg room. 
Uitlierto all unal- were served In tho sick wards. 
■ The drainage, which \v«h v. ry defective, has been 
greatly Improved, ami k dead-house, which former! « 
was uudimeatb t..o building, ha* ueoa constructed 
ou another part or the ground 

Another uuptov.iui nt winch adds much to the 
comiortuf the patients, uud which your directors 
have been able to do out of the ordinary revenue, was 
to purchase In Kuglaud iron bedsteads to replace the 
old stretchers. 

During the year 1 06 patients havo been admitted, 
making, with 'li already there, a total of Ti7 indoor 
patients Of Mils. 11 have died. DO have been dis- 
charged and 17 rsmain In the w .rd* Thero have also 
oeen 4 s persons treated as piltdoo patients, receiv- 
ing advice and in dieiue gratis. The daily coat per 
head averages UO cent*, and deducting the amount* 
for rurnlture and repairs, reduces this to m cents pet 
head. The average, us reported last year, being il 0J 
thus showing a saving of aliout M cents per head pel 
day du.ing the pant year.

The public will be gratified to know 
that the coflerdam which "hung tire" 
so long under the late Administration, 
has been taken vigorously in hand by 
the new Government.

Represoutation. 

The Nanaimo "Free Press" objects 
to the proposition to tack the country 
portion of Nanaimo to Comox district, 
and wauts a general revision of the 
representation. Revision, wo are of 
opinion, will come before the next 
general election, and any mea- 
sures of redistribution such as we have 
proposed would bo necessarily tenta- 
tive; but the proposition of the "Free 
Press" to filch a member from Cow- 
ichan with 170 votes and give him to 
Nauaimo, while Comox with 40 votes 
Bhould bo allowed to retain ono mem- 
ber, must strike overv one as absurd. 
The reasou advanced for this strange 
proposition is that Cowichan has but 
oue interest — farming. Does our Nan- 
aimo contemporary not know that 
there are important milliug interests 
in Cowichan District which are as much 
entitled to representation as the agri 
cultural? But admitting tho farming 
to be Cowichan's only interest, what 
other developed interest has Comox 
besides farming ? and such being the 
fact, why should Comox with 40 vot^s 
retain the same representation as Cow 
ichan with 170 votes? We should 
like our contemporary to explain this 
apparent inconsistency in his article 
for without an explanation it is difficult 
to understand his position.

The foundation stone of the new 
church which is being built in place of 
the College Church, in Wester Craigs 
Dennistoun, was laid on Saturday by 
the Hon. the Lord Provost. The 
church is a specimen of the Lombardo- 
Gothic style, designed by Messrs. 
Campbell, Douglas & Sellars. It is 
alreadj' well up, and the edifice shows 
to groat advantage, promising to be 
one of the most beautiful of our city 
buildings. The Council assembled in 
the City Chambers, and drove out to 
the site at two o'clock, where tliey 
were received by office-bearers of the 
congregation, aud joined by a deputa 
tion of the directors of the Southeast- 
ern Railway, who having acquirod tho 
old church are building the new one. 
Amongst those present were-t lie Lore! 
Provost; Bailies Burr, Lamberton, 
Scott, and Thomson; ex-Bailie Millar; 
Councillors Adams, Dron.Finlay ,Ute, 
William Brown, and Mowat; the liev. 
Mr. Somerville, the Rev. Mr. Arthur, 
the Rev. W. Turubull.the Mr. Murray, 
Mr. Peter Clouston, Mr. Galbraith, 
Mr. Campbell Douglas and others. Tho 
proceedings were commenced by singiuy 
Psalm G7th. after which the Rev. Mr. 
Arthur of Serirjgburn engaged in prayer. 

The Eov. Mr. Sniuervi lo, minister of 
tho church, in presenting his Lordship 
with a sit ver trowel, said this would be 
tho third church of Blaokfriars. The 
foundation of tho first was luid in the 
twelfth century by tho fraternity of Black 
Friuis, ttnd hud endured with varied for 
tunes until it was destroyed by a 
thunder-bolt during a vi I'ent storm 
that raged over the city in 1GG6. In tun 
reigns of Charles II and James the Cor 
porution delayed the building of another, 
but in 1699 the foundation-stone of the 
church which is still standing in High 
Street was laid by Piovo*t Peddie. Ii 
has thus stood 117 years, and a va^i change 
has passed over tbtt a-pect aud fortunes 
of the city din ing that time. Tho popu 
lation was then about 12,000; now it is 
500.000 Besides *Blaok(rinrtt, there were 
only 3 churches -tho Cathedral, with iis 
different ooDgregfltioua;the Tron Cliurub; 
and tue Wyod Ouuroh. built ouly a few 
yeara before. Now th ere are above 300 
Then thi-ro were only twelve streets in 
Glasgow, now there are above 1,000 
Then no bout o irryiug more than six t .us 
wan permitted to come up tho Clyde; now 
vessels of 4,0i)0 tons are anchored in our 
harbor. Tlleu tllH sites of Candleriggis, 
Bell street, and Kmg street were hay- 
fieltlH; trees were growing where Jamuica 
street stands, and the Magistrates of the 
time went out for a day's shooting to the 
country around Renfleld street and Bau- 
chiehall Blreet. He also expressed tho 
hope that the edilico of which the foun- 
dation was laid to-day would witness still 
greater peace and prosperity - that "Glas 
row would flourish in times to con.o as 
in tho past by tho preaching of the 
Word. In conclusion, Mr. Somerville 
said— I do nut expect that tlio relation 
between tho Corporation and the (Jity 
Cburohes will always continue in the 
same positiou as at present— indeed, I 
think mntters are ripe for a change, and 
I am sure if reasonable proposals are 
mado by the Corporation they will bo re- 
ceived in a friendly spirit by tho Presby- 
tery and all ooneorued, and I am sure 
tho goodwill of tho Magistrates of tho oity 
will always be extondtd towards tho Oity 
Churokos, (Applause.)

EASTERN STATES. 

Washington, March 17. — At- 
torney General Piorpont several days 
ago sent a messenger to Canada to 
bring Mr. Marsh to "Washington. 
The Attorney General has heard from 
his agent, and expects that Marsh will 
soon be hero. Terms of safety have 
been offered to him and in all proba- 
bility they will bo acceded to. 

NEVADA. 

Wells, Nevada, March 17, — Tho 
weather is pleasant. It has been warm 
and the snow is thawing, 'lho road 
is clear and will remain so until more 
snow falls. 

EUROPE. 

London, March 17. — A Vienna dis- 
patch asserts that the Servian Minis- 
tors seem to iavor immediate war with 
Turkey. This is agravated by continu- 
ed raids of Turkish troops on the 
frontier. The Turks arc rendered ut- 
terly reckless by want, and tho 
"Times, 1 " special from Vienna says 
that the Austrian representatives at 
Belgrade had another interview with 
Prince Millan on Thursday, aud urged 
him to make a binding declaration in 
favor of peaco. The Princo asked for 
a few days time. Ho said if Monti- 
negro intendod action he could not 
remain behind, and preparations for 
war were all tho more necessary, as 
the Turks were again concentrating 
on tho Sorvian frontier. 

London, March 17.— A Paris dis- 
patch says an arch of a railway bridge 
over the rivor 111 gave way under tbo 
pressure of the flood, and a passenger 
train, which was crossing at the time, 
wasprecipated into tho river. Tho cars 
telescoped ono another and were dash- 
ed to pieces. Owing to tho violence 
of the Btroam none of tho passengers 
could bo saved aud were either crush- 
ed to death or drowned. Thirty cor- 
pses havo already been removed. 

London, March, 18. — A Vionua dis- 
patch says it is statod that Soma ia 
determined to raise a compulsory levy 
for military purposes and exact it im- 
iinmediatoly with tho utmost vigor. 

London, March 10. — A block of 
shipping warehouses in Portland 
street, Manchester, was burned this 
morning; loss estimated at several 
hundred thousand pounds sterling.

Editor Colonist: — Sir, — I read in 
your esteemed journal two letters sign- 
od "E. M.," describing how and why 
the Church of England was establish 
ed. The moderation of the writer, 
his outspoken fairness in his state- 
ments and the amount of proof at his 
command nre worthy of praise. If, 
instead of rushing into print with wild 
and proofless assertions, every writer 
imitated "E. M.'s" love of tho truth, 
without caring whether the latter is 
popular or not, then, surely, the truth 
would gain and charity would notlose. 

There is, however, in "E.M.'s" se- 
cond letter an erroneous statement 
which it may be well to rectify. "Tho 
Council of Nice," says "E.M.," "re- 
pudiated the supremacy of the Pope." 
I shall not undertake to prove the 
supremacy of tho Pope. All The Colo- 
nists of 187G could not contain the 
documents which demonstrate it be- 
yond the shadow of contradiction. 
But, with your kind permission, I will 
make good the following proposition, 
viz., that the Council of Nice did not 
repudiate tho supremacy of the Pope. 

By the supremacy of tho Pope, wo 
understand tho supreme spiritual power 
of tho Pope over nil the members of 
the Catholic Church in every country 
and nation of the world. The Catholic 
doctrine is that St. Peter received 
this supremo power from Christ, when 
Christ told hiiu that it was upon him 
(Peter) that ho would build his Church 
and when Christ ordered him to feed 
both tbo sheep (clergy) and tho lamb 
(people). From St. Fetor that same 
power passed over into his successors 
the Popes. A divino power which no 
human authority can put aside. In 
virtue of his supremacy the Pope, 1st 
gives his sanction to Councils, without 
which sanction the latter would not bo 
received as (Ecumenical; 2d tho Pope 
receives appeals from parties suppos- 
ed to have boon wronged by the ver- 
dict of a Bishop. Appeals, of course, 
ought to bo made from a lower to a 
higher court; 3d the Popo appoints 
Bishops and approves or repudiates 
them when elected by the clergy. As- 
suming that the Popes have ever jea- 
lously contended for keeping up their 
supreme power (which they were in 
duty bound to do) I argue in the fol- 
lowing inanuer: 

If tbo Council of Nice had repudiat- 
ed tbo supremacy of the Pope, then 
the Pope would surely have repudiat- 
ed tho Council of Nice. For it would 
bo utter folly on their part to assert 
their supremacy and, at the same time, 
to approve of a Council that denied it. 
Aud thus, John, Bishop of Constanti- 
nople, having held a Council of Bish- 
ops, in view of obtaining from them 
the title of GS.iumeuicuB, or universal, 
which was an infringement of the su- 
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rail power of the Pope, S. Gregory I, 
rots to tlio Patriarchs of Aleiauiliia 
the following Htraln:— "John hulcl a 
liy of Constantinople, apparently for 
ret, iu whirli ho ruduavurod to have 
'Universal.' Aa soon ai my prodociin. 
rat loformsd of It. lie suae lotti-r< by 
lower of tJt. I'ettr t tie Apostto, 
Id tho aotti of thit Synod .and. 
Iinitatiug his example, I wroto to the same Bishop 
\ot Court) in the Rams manner." 

Now what dot-p tlili saino Pope. Gregory T. say of 
the Council of Nice? "1 acknowledge thatl receive

Tho attention of the now rather nu- 
merous landless inonarclis of Europe 
is directed to n, vory desirablo territory 
which might with a little trouble bo 
securod aa a suitable field for the ex- 
orcise of a mild despotism over a lim- 
ited number of subjects. For parti- 
culars apply at tho office of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, Washington, D. 
0., United States of America. Tho 
namo of this track of land now troubl- 
ing tho gubernatorial soul of tho Unit- 
ed States is Alaoka— a hugo and not 
ovur-attractive stretch of swamp, for- 
est, and barrou land on the extreme 
north-wost point of the American Con- 
tinent. In 1SG7, impelled by thai 
earth-hunger which is tlio tho bano of 
new countries, tho United States ac- 
quired this desirable region as a clear 
bargain from tholtuss an Government, 
which up to that Limo had owned it. 
No doubt, in the course of that "ine- 
vitable destiny" by which wo havo 
been lod to understand tho Stars and 
Stripes will wave over tho wholo of 
America, this land would havo boon 
acquired by means less prosaio than 
dollars. But "inevitable destiny" is 
a slow and often a perilous mode of 
acquisition when Russian territory is 
tho object through which it is to bo 
fulfilled. Accordingly, the Troasury 
at Washington was in tho year less 
rich by five millions of dollars, and 
ttiatof the Etnporor of all the .Russians 



gave way to its sister with only ono 
neck. It was romarkod at the timo by 
cynics, whom circumstancos havo since 
only too well borne out, that of all 
Governments on tlio face of tho earth, 
that of St^ Petersburg was tho least 
likely to part with one inch of Jand 
which was worth retaining, and cer- 
tainly not such a slice of America as 
tha'; so disposed of for what Mr. Mau- 
tilini would have called tbo "denini- 
tion small sum" of ono million sterling 
— not much moro than forly shillings 
por squaro mile— with tlio rights of 
government thrown into the bargain. 
Howevor, it so happened, by a curious 
coincidence, that just at that date the 
colony of British Columbia was in an 
uneasy transition stato. It was dissa- 
tisfied with being a Crown appanage 
of Great Britain, yet at the same timo 
was unwilling to outer into union with 
the Canadian Dominion. Being bound- 
ed north and south by the possessions 
of so poworful a neighbor, disagree- 
able peoplo bogan to remark that tho 
United States would not havo been. at 
all sorry had Mephistopheles whisper- 
ed into the oar of this colonial Faust 
that it might bo to its interest to throw 
in its lot with the great Republic. Be 
that as it may, British Columbia did 
not drop as a ripe applo into Uncle 
Sam's capacious mouth, Tho gold- 
diggers of Caiiboo and tho lumbermou 
of Vancouver Island failed to seo mut- 
ters in quite the same light as did their 
insinuating friends south of tho forty- 
ninth parallel of latitude, aud British 
Columbia now reposes, in somewhat 
uneasy rest, in the bosom of tho Cana- 
dian Confederation. As a decoy-duck, 
Alaska did not serve tho purpose it 
was intended for, and from every other 
poiut of view this latest acquisition of 
tho United States h as proved an equal 
failure. Charm tho States never so 
cunningly, tho greenbacks paid for 
this shocking bad bargain will never 
leave the Treasury of the Muscovite, if 
indeed they have not long ere this been 
judiciously expended in powder and 
shot in the Khanate of Khiva. Con- 
gress is therefore at presont exorcised 
as to how to make the best of what, it 
is not concealed, has been a bad in- 
vestment — commercially, politically, 
diplomatically. 

The district contains upwards of 400,- 
000 square miles of land; but thero is 
not in all of it a hardship of soil which 
the poorest farmer in tho Lothian's 
would accept as a present. The other 
once boasted resouces are equally my- 
thical. It is too far north for grain, 
and not far enough for Polar bears 
and walrus; while tho sale of all its 
glaciers iu San Francisco market 
would scarcely pay tho expense of 
packing them up. Every now and 
again some sanguine individual an- 
nounces that the prosperity of the 
country is about to dawn. But just 
as certainly as the sun is iu the ascen- 
dant, it sinks below the horizon, and 

the hapless settlers once more experi- last long, as tho lessees who farm 
euce the winter of their discontent as them seem determined to gather nel 
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Aliuka. 1 hat region is, however, in 
the condition of not being populous 
enougii lor tho privileges of a Terri- 
tory. Even if thero wore men enough 
in the country to fill all the Govern- 
ment ofheos, it would scarcely do to 
ompower the 45 whiskey-soiling citi- 
zens to elect thorn; and it would still 
ess suit the rulers of tho United States 
to enfranchise tho 25,000 whiskey- 
drinking Indians. Tho fact of such a 
collection of gentleuiou interested in 
the liquor traffic being collected in one 
region seemed likely to be productive 
of a good deal of crime with lethal 
weapons. Accordingly, in 1808, Con- 
gress considered it proper to extend 
tho jurisdiction of the Courts of Wash- 
ington Territory and Oregon over this 
lawless laud of Alaska. Few offenders 
havo, however, hithorto come south to 
claim tho attention of tho Oregoniau 
Judges. Tho explanation is not diffi- 
cult to seek. Tho whito men, bound 
together by fellow-feeling and com- 
mon interest, fool wondrous kind to 
each other. If a Caucausian kills a 
red man, Alaskan society by common 
consent considers the offence as too 
venial to troublo tho Courts of Law 
with; if, on the other hand, an Indian 
lossons tho population by ono pale- 
faco— why, he is promptly lynched. 
And so justice is satisfied and every- 
thing goes on pleasantly. 

But tho Custom Hou3o objocts to 
this primitive form of government 
Tho whiskey which, it would appear 
forms the ordinary beverago of the 
population, is smuggled into the 
country without paying its due pro- 
portion of taxation to the United 
States Treasury. It is therefore now 
advocated to convert this 400,000 
square milos into one hugo county of 
Washington Territory. It is, however, 
hardly likely that a Territory already 
sparsely populated, and quito poor 
enough to satisfy tho most ascetic of 
its inhabitants, will bo content to bo 
burdened with the expense and trouble 
of the government of a swamp 500 
miles from the capital. It ia, more- 
over, not at all probable that for many 
years to come the population of Alaska 
will be much greater, unless the dis- 
covery of some source of riches beyond 
what it is at present known to possess 
acts as a loadstone to attract it. It 
was indeed attempted craftily, by 
sweet words and specious promises, 
to induce a colcfny of simple and pre- 
sumably verdant Icelanders to settle 
in it. But the shrewd dwellers on the 
Arctic Circle feared "the spirit that 
dwelleth in tho laud of ice and snow," 
and preferred to pitch their camp in 
Wisconsin or Minnesota, where they 
could get as much fog and frost as 
they were enamoured of, without go- 
ing farther north and faring worse. 
The only bright feature in the whole 
sad-colored picture is, that tho fur- 
seal fisheries yield a considerable rev- 
enue. But even that is not likely to 
last long, as tho 



tho glad news dies away. Tho great 
discovery which is to make the fortu- 
nes of Alaska is always coining; but it 
never comes. It is tho will-o'-the-wisp 
of the disappointed sqatters and their 
disgusted rulers. Luckily the citizens 
who threw in their lot with it are not 
many. On the authority of an official 
document, wo learn that (rill told) 
there are 'under fifty' in tho whole 
country — or about one to every eight 
thousand squaro miles. Even that 
estimate gives a false idea of tho popu- 
lousness of the country; for most of 
tho inhabitants are settled at Sitka, on 
the coast. This little villago, wo may 
remark, is now tho capital of this 
dreary region, just as in former days 
it was the headquarters of the Imperial 
Fur Company, wbo ruled the country 
in tho name of tho Czar. Under its 
present owners it has however, neither 
so many inhabitants nor is so lively a 
place as it was in former times. The 
amenities of a residence in Alaska are 
not increased by the fact of its other 
denizens consisting of some 25,000 
aborigines, whoso amiability of dis- 
position is not greater than that of the 
Red Man generally. Iu addition to 
other objectionable habits, all of them 
— root, stock, and branch — man, wo- 
man, and child — aro given over to 
whisky 'as a steady drink.' As thero 
is littlo trade of any other description, 
tho 45 whito men aro industriously oc- 
cupied in the salo of ardent spirits of 
a very inferior brew to tlio 25.000 
copper-coloured ones. Well-wishers 
of their species on tho north-west 
coast of America are at present con- 
gratulating each other on tho Indian 
population of Alaska under tho influ- 
ence of this potent stimulus to evil 
deeds, aud thoy aro looking to native 
Bcalping-knives as means of deliver- 
ance from the greater number of the 
peri patotic whisky- venders. 

The limited population being thus 
rapidly disposed of, tho land will soon 
bo left to tho bears and beavers — 
although, indeed, tho Russian fur 
traders took caro not to leave too many 
of these valuable animals in the coun- 
try when they so wisely vacated it iu 
favour of its present proprietors. Tho 
Government at Washington will 
scarcely bo sorry when this "deuouo- 
mont" arrives. It may indeed rejoice; 
for tho question as to how this last ac- 
quisition of theirs is to bo ruled has 
cost them endless anxiety. It is Pre- 
sident Grant's 'whito elephant,' and 
threatens to bo nearly as expensive, 
and not half so lucrative, as that no- 
torious pachyderm. The United States 
Constitution provides that no tonitory 
having fowor than 50,000 inhabitants 
can claim tho rights of a SLate. But 
it never entered tho imagination of 
tho frauiera of that schonio of govern- 
ment that they would havo descendants 
foolish enough to acquiro ft tract of 
land with such a maximum of acreage

try while they may. Already there is 
every sign that the goose which laid 
the golden egga so long for the profit 
of its Russian owner is rapidly expir- 
ing under tho treatment it is receiving 
at the hands of its American owners. 
Tho Congressional document from 
which we derive these facts gives such 
a doleful narrative of the state of af- 
fairs that even the most patriotic 
American must confess that, could 
pride allow them, it would bo more 
profitable to close tho concern. The 
aborigines require, and certainly de- 
siro, no government; the whites hard- 
ly deserve ono. There is, thoreforo, 
in the opinion of the "New York 
Times," which gan scarcely be accus- 
ed of under-estimating tho efforts of 
the Government, no apparent obstacle 
to shutting up the Territory, hanging 
up tho key in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, aud advertising Alaska for sale.
